British naval expansion plans for 
1939 include at least one 35,000-ton 
battleship, several cruisers, two flo- 
tillas of destroyers and numerous 
motor torpedo boats in addition to a 
big program of naval aviation devel- 
opment, it was reported in wel- 
informed quarters in London.
